" Now the builders of Baylor and Knox countie*, in the water 
abed of the upper Brazos, are taking time by the fore lock. They 
k«Te,wked for permission to build dams in the upper Brazos in 
order to conserve the flood vfater« for irrigation and other 
Dnrpoaea. They have filed their application with the water- 
board and they expect to 1«uoeh u i;igtiptic1>iiildin« program in 
the near future. 


Law makers responded to the call. They authorized an appro- 


priation of $600,000. Jn coming ycars_ appropriations for the 
prosecution of this work will b« glqdly made by the law makers 
of the commonwealth. Huge reservoirs in the valley of the upper 
Brazos and its water sheds will provide storage capacity for the 
flood waters' that come in fall or spring time and semi-arid land 
will be reclaimed for the use of mankind. 


The writer predicted when the Wichita valley irrigation pro- 


ject was launched that it was tKe beginning of mammoth en- 
terprises for the impounding of flood waters to be used for the 
protection or production of crops 'when the drouths came. Now 
citizens of Baylor and Knox Lave as»ked permission for an in- 
spection of a reservoir site on the Brazos river in Knox county 
about twenty-five miles west of Seymour. 


This they say would drain 18,000 square miles and impound 


v--ater sufficient to. irrigate 100,000 acres of land. In the upper 
valley of the Brazos, in the counties of Knox and Baylor, there 
are Wretches of valley laud that appeal to the eye of the tiler 
of the sojl. There are flourishing hamlets in Knox county and 
igriculturists who practice dry farming have been \ery success- 
ful even in'seasons of drouth. 


Hhincland is one of the prettiest spots on the map and in that 
teighbor German or German-American farmers have builded 
lomes arid coaxed wealth from the sojl regardless of Mimmer 
drouth or the winter blizzard. Those who are interested in this 
atest irrigation project say that that dam would be built at 
Harding's crossing in Knox county where a .survey was made 
many Vears ago but the notes lost. 


It goes without saying that the state board of water engi- 


neers gave a pledge that the inspection would be made umler 
the. program of conservation and reclamation adopted for Texas 
by its leading engineers and crystalized by the 38th legislature 
Chief Engineer K. A. Thompson of the Wichita improvement 
district says that a dam at Harding crossing would nol only 
store storm waters but would prevent hea\y floods to ascertain 
extent in the lower Brazos country and that the vast storm 
waters could be fed into tbe Wichita Falls reservoir, in Baylor 
county but in the "Wichita valley and which drains on 2*000 
square miles. Baylor and Knox are in the jumbo senatorial dis- 
trict represented by Hon. W. IT. Blcdsoe and their representative 
in the lower house are C. L. Martin of Baylor and E. L. Covey 
of KnoT. All three voted'ftfrfn'e*reclamation and conservation 
act.
